The course seeks 
to ezaiine broad concepts such as colonialiss, discrisination, 
raciss, and conflict and cultural pluralism vithin the Chicane 
contezt in the iserican Southvest and as they relate to other 
societies in Latin iserica. Included in the outline is a list of 
required course tezts and a lecture and discussion schedule for each 
of the 15 veeks during vhich the course is conducted* 1 bibliography 
and a list of useful filss are attached* (JDS) 
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Description 



The doclo^poXltlco development of the Chlcano and his role vitKin 
Ldiin American society will examine broad concepts such as colonialism, 
discrlmimtlony racism, conflict emd cidtural pluralism within tKe Chlcano 
context and in txecn relate them to other societies in Latin America. 



Batlonale 

In the pasty mny Chlcano Studies courses have concentrated upon 
historical, economic and socio-politibo events ifhich have taken place solely 
in the Anerican SouUnreet* Generally only a cursory and peripheral view 
of Mexican history is presented to tqghold such concepts as illegal 
territorial acquisition, aggression and internal coloniAlism. The oft 
repeated stories of La Mallnthe, Quetzalcoatl and the Grito de Doljores have 
littlA direct b<£irlivg on the Chlcano population of today and the ties which 
still bind them to the social and political events whidh have and are 
taking place in 20th C, Mexico and the rest of Latin America* Within the 
ftemework of my specific project, I hope t > examine those dynamics which 
are currently affecting Latin Ameriqp and lie large Chlcano population 
residing in the Southwestern part of the IMlted States* ^ I intend to explore 
the notions of dependency theory, neo-colonialism inmigration, and other 
ftictors which appear to have « direct application to Latin America and the 
Chicane populaticm of the United States • 



Ob,1ectives 

The objectives of this course are two: first, to critically assess 
the notions of colonialism and dependency as represented in the required 
reading for the course; and second, to relate the Chlcano to othtr "so-called 
liJiguiBtic and social minority groups in Latin America*" 

The first objective, focusing on the colonialism and dependency 
literature, is to be realized by all cowse participants actively engaging 
in the course discussions based on the assigned readings for -tbe week, and 
by each participant leading— off one course discussion by presecfltlng a t>rief! 
ooratl critique of the major Issues or arguments developed in the assigned 
readings* In addition, lectures as well as films and slides will be 
utilised for instznictlonal purposes. 

The second objective, relating the Chlcano population to other 
societies in Latin America, is to be athieved by each course farticipaot 
writing a tesis paper of his or her cdioice relating the Chlcano to one oVn^r 
society in Latin America* This task will be made easier throtie^ lecttares 
given by the instructor on the fundamentals of cooqparatlve analysis and 
ccQOparisons of Latino societies* 
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Course Structure and Lecture and Discuss 1cm Schedule 

This course could be designed for ti«o 2 hour lecture periods or for four 
1 hour lecture periods per week. For the purposes of this course outline 
I vlU use the former.
